Then, 
it is probable that the sulphuric acid event is the 
act or prank of some school child who in so doing, 
did so thoughtlessly, believing that no harm could 
be done through such an act and that lots of laugh­ 
ter would result.

You have seen the hero of the school room, the 
lad who is the comedian and who gives his teacher 
all possible difficulty when at the slightest urge 
the entire class will break out in uncontroled laugh­ 
ter, some with unnatural fuss which goes under the 
guise of laughter.

He has also taken 
post graduate work at Ohio and 
other institutions. 
F ar eighteen years Bridgeforth

among the negroes. He was called 
from Tuskegee to* Topeka, Kansas, 
where he accepted the presidency

building,
